And whereas under the provisions of 
subsection (4b) of section 766 of the 
Municipal Act the annual net cost of any 
function granted pursuant to subsection 
(4a) shall not exceed the product of 2 
mills on the assessed value referred to 
in subsection (1) of section 782 within 
participating municipalities, and the an- 
nual net cost of all functions granted 
pursuant to subsection (4a) shall not 
exceed the product of 3 mills on such 
assessed values:

“5. Until the annual budget for the 
year 1975 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the cur- 
rent lawful expenditures of the regional 
district for the purposes of this function 
shall be as determined by the Inspector 
of Municipalities.”

Special Provisions 


Add Clause 22—Roadway and Drain- 
age Excavation: 

Item 3 of the Schedule, Roadway and 
Drainage Excavation, shall be carried out 
according to section 201 of the General 
Specifications and all clauses of that sec- 
tion shall apply unless otherwise speci- 
fied in these Special Provisions. 

(a) Type A excavation—Because of 
the nature of rock, the faces of all cut 
slopes exceeding 20 feet shall be formed 
by preshearing or smooth wall blasting 
and continue throughout a cut. 

The face (back line) holes shall be 
2% to 3 inches in diameter and they 
shall be uniformly spaced and a maxi- 
mum of 3 feet apart. Xactex powder or 
equivalent shall be used in the face holes, 

The charge shall be stemmed with clean 
stone chips or pea gravel, 100 per cent of 
which passes a “% inch sieve and only 
10 per cent of which passes a No. 8 sieve, 
Stemming may be omitted and adjacent 
to the collar if the upper section tends 
to break out, 


Drilling and blasting for preshearing 
shall be carried out 30 to 50 feet in ad- 
vance of adjacent production blasting and 
presplit holes shall be fired in zero delay. 

The adjacent line of holes to the back 
line shall have a spacing of 11% times the 
back line spacing, i.e., for a back line 
spacing of 3 feet the second line spacing 
shall be 4% feet. The second line of 
holes shall be drilled parallel to and off- 
set from the backslope at a distance equal 
to the second line spacing. 

Holes for smooth wall blasting shall lie 
in the face of the slope and be parallel 
with each other. Deviation from the 
slope face and from parallelism shall be 
no more than 6 inches in 25 feet. No 
smooth wall hole shall be drilled more 
than 2 feet below subgrade and no hole 
shall be longer than 25 feet unless the 
Contractor can demonstrate ability to 
drill within a 6-inch deviation at the end 
of the hole. If such holes at any time 
deviate more than 6 inches in their length, 
the permitted depth of hole shall be re- 
duced till the acceptable deviation is ob- 
tained. 

No. 3 inch production blast hole shall 
be drilled to less than 5 feet from the 
smooth wall face and no production blast 
hole of diameter greater than 3 inches 
shall be drilled to less than 10 feet from 
the face. 

For smooth wall blasting the explosive, 
of a diameter not more than one-half 
that of the hole, shall be distributed 
evenly in the hole in a continuous column, 
or be evenly distributed by spaces. 

The Contractor is advised that the En- 
gineer will carry out some supervision of 
the smooth wall blasting operation. 

The price bid for Item 3 (a) shall be 
full compensation for Type A excavation 
as described in section 201, and shall also 
include all costs for blasting and pre- 
splitting as described above, including the 
supply of materials. However, if after 
excavation commences the Engineer con- 
siders that a lesser hole spacing is re- 
quired, the Contractor will be paid $2 
per lineal foot of drilling for any increase 
over the 3-foot back line and the 41%4-foot 
second line spacing. This price shall be 
for drilling, loading, stemming, and sup- 
ply of all materials. 

Overbreak which occurs through no 
fault of the Contractor will be paid as 
outlined in section 201.7. 

(hb) Rock cuts (Clause 201.5)—Clause 
201.5 Rock Cuts of the General Specifi- 
cations is hereby cancelled and replaced 
with the following: 

Excavation in rock shall be undertaken 
generally according to the accompanying 
drawings or as directed by the Engineer. 
Rock cuts shall be excavated and mucked 
out fully to subgrade (18 inches below 
construction grade).

Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session, 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House.

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant.
